TOWNSHIP CLERK WAGES: Moved by Shelley and seconded by Walker to approve the Lee Township Clerk Brenda Standley’s wages for $20.00.

LEE TOWNSHIP – TRUSTEE RESIGNATION: Moved by Hoadley and seconded by Walker to acknowledge receipt with regrets of Jim May’s 
resignation for Lee Township Trustee effective September 1, 2022. Approved. Lee Township is currently trying to find a replacement and will contact 
the Auditor when a recommendation for the Board is found.   
 



 

 

AMERICAN RESCUE PLAN ACT FUNDS:  Supervisor Walker stated he had been contacted several times by Bridgewater Fire Department regarding 
use of the ARPA funds for equipment needed for the fire department including handheld radios. When the County initially completed the County wide 
radio project, each fire department that is dispatched by Adair County received three mobile radios to put in their trucks and no handhelds. Since the 
initial project, Sheriff Vandewater has been using leftover E911 funds to buy additional mobile radios for one department each year.  Supervisor Walker 
would like to use the ARPA funds to buy 12 handheld radios – two radios for Greenfield, Fontanelle Bridgewater, and Orient and one radio for Adair, 
Casey, Menlo, and Stuart.  The total cost would be about $60,000. Each individual fire department would be responsible for maintaining them. Moved 
by Shelley and seconded by Hoadley to use $60,000 of the American Rescue Plan Act Funds to purchase 12 handheld radios for the fire departments 
in the County as described by Supervisor Walker.  Roll Call Vote: Twombly, aye; Shelley, aye; Hoadley, aye; Walker, aye; and Wedemeyer, nay. 
Approved. Supervisor Wedemeyer stated his concern was purchasing two radios Greenfield, Fontanelle, Bridgewater, and Orient when they may only 
need one.  
 
ENGINEER: Bridgewater Culvert Project – Engineer Kauffman stated that the Bridgewater culvert project would involve a 15-inch culvert and 
cleaning some ditch.  It is the County’s jurisdiction and there’s no way around it unless we want to ask the City to help with funding. Supervisor Shelley 
stated he thinks it would be a good idea to talk with the City and see if they could help cover any costs with the supplies/pipe.  Moved by Twombly and 
seconded by Hoadley to table the discussion until next week after Supervisor Walker has discussed the issue with the City of Bridgewater at their 
monthly meeting. Approved. Kauffman also discussed what needed to be updated within the County and City’s 28E agreement.  Maintenance & 
Activities Report – Engineer Kauffman gave an update to the Board on the following projects: G61, W20 Jackson box culvert, York and Nevada South 
of the Orient curb, attorney has sent a letter to a landowner regarding their fence, and FY23 TIF bond projects.
